Continuation of 11 . does not place the application in condition for allowance because: In view of the non-entry of the proposed 
amendments, applicant's arguments addressing these amendments are not commensurate with the pending claim language. Regarding 
the issue of the ordinary meaning of "cooking appliance", typical cooking appliances such as baking sheets and griddles can be no more 
than flat sheets and therefore it is not clear how this term necessarily distinguishes over the clad strips of Winter '621 . 
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
